Sir, 

I have 'the honour to submit the second volume of Agricultural Statis- 
tics for 1914<'l5. It deals with the Agricultural Statistics of Native States. 
As 'in the two previous issues, summary^ tables have been inserted to show 
the total figures relating to area, the classification of area, and the area under 
crops for each Slate or group of States, and the totals for all the reporting States. 
The total number of cattle as far as reported in each of the years 1905-06 to 
1914!-15 has also 'been included in the general summary table (No. 1). 
These statistids are defective for comparative purposes as additions have been 
made in the number of reporting States from time to time. Explanatory 
notes have been inserted at the foot of the tables. Two charts and an index 
for easy reference have been added to the volume. It should be noted that, 
for reasons explained below, the Agricultural Statistics of Native States are 
incomplete and arc of far less accuracy than are those of British Provinces 
published in Volume I. 

The total area of Native States in India is approximately 497,000,000 acres 
(777,000 square miles), with a population of miUions according to the Census 
of 1911. These arc divided for the purposes'of Agricultural Statistics into tAvo 
main classes, namely, (1) States under the control of Local Governments and 
Administrations, and (2) States having direct political relations with the 
Government of India. 

(i) Slates under the control of Local Governments and Administrations .' — 
The total area of these States is 180,989,000 acres, witli a population of some

10,195,000 acres, or 12'6 per 
cent of the total, are occupied 
by forests ; and the area not ^ 
available for cultivation, ‘that 
is, land absolutely barren, or 
unoulturable, or covered by 
buildings, w'ater, and roads, 
or otherwise appropriated to 
uses other than agriculture, amounts to 19,507,000 acres or about 24 per cent. 
The balance, 52,173,000 abres or 64 per cent, represents the area available for 
cultivation. Of this, 16,062,000 acres, or 18 per cent of the total area, repre- 
sent culturahle waste, i.c., land available for cultivation but not taken up, and 

6,176,000 acres, or 6 per cent, were kept fallow in the year under report. Tim 
net area actually cropped in the year was thus 81,935,000 acres (or 39 per 
cent of the total area), w'hich shows an increase of 3,177,000 acres as compared 
with the previous year. Tliis net cropped area, however, excludes areas cropped 
more than once in the year. If areas cropped more than once are taken as 
separate areas for each crop, the gross area cropped in the year of report 
amounts to 34,676,000 acres as against 30,646,000 acres in the preceding year, or 
an increase of 4,030,000 acres or 13 per cent.

The total area irrigated in the reporting Stales in 1914-16 was 6,049,000 
acres as against 6,736,O0O acres in the preceding year. Of this, 2,221,000 acres 
were irrigated from Government canals, 629,000 acres from private canals, 

831.000 acres from tanks, 1,252,000 acres from wells, and the remaining 

1.116.000 acres from other -sources of irrigation. These figures, however, do 
not take into account areas cropped more than once during the year with tlie 
help of irrigation, hut indicate the extent of land actually irrigated. If areas 
cropped more than once are counted as separate areas for each crop, the gross 
area of irrigated crops amounts to 6,622,000 acres, against 6,279,000 acres in 
the preceding year. Of this area, 6,658,000 acres, or 87 per cent, were under 
food crops.

The gross area cultivated with crops in the reporting States Avas, as stated 
above, 34 million acres in 1914-16 as against 30 million' acres in the preceding 

year, or an increase of 13 per cent. The difi- 
eicnt classes of crops and the area occupied . 
by each, so far as details are available, are 
stated in the margin.' Of the total cropped 
area, food crops occupied about 28,111,000 
acres or 82 per cent and non-food crops 
about 6,077,000 acres or 18 jier cent. OL 
the food-crops, food grains (cereals and 
pulses) occupied as much as 25,769,000 
acres or 75 per cent of the total 
cropped area, and other food crops (con- 
diments and spices, sugar, fruits and 
vegetables, and miscellaneous food crops) 
together occupied some 2,342,000 acres or 
only 7 per cent of the. total. Of the non- 
food crops, ’oilseeds occupied 2,066,000 hcres or 6 per cent of the total cropped 
area, fibres such as cotton, hemp, etc., 1,807,000 acres or 6‘3 per cent of the 
total, and- fodder crops 1,370,000 acres or 4T per cent. The other 
non-food crops — dyes, drugs and, narcotics (tobacco, tea, coffee, opium, etc.), and 
miscellaneous non-food crops— together covered some 844,000 acres or 2*4 per 
cent of -the total.

Oilseeds (linseed, sesamum, rapeseed, mustard, etc.) showed an increase of 

362,000 acres or 21 per cent. The area under sugar decreased by 23,000 acres 
or 17 per cent, that under fibres (cotton, hemp, etc.) by 40,000 acres or 2 per 
cent, and that under fruits and vegetables by 69,000 acres or 10 per cent. On 
the other hand, the area under condiments and spices increased by 20,000 
acres or 9 per cent, and that under drugs and narcotics by 63,000 acres or 24 
per cent. 

The total extent of land on wliich more than one crop was raised during 
the year was 2,741,000 acres as against 1,888,000 acres in the preceding year. 

Tables IV, V, and VI arc very incomplete, as figures for these tables are lwo stoek. 
not furnished by many of the reporting States. Table IV is prepared by only 
eigliteen States, namely, IMysoro, Cochin, Gwalior, Indore, Bhopal, Rajgarh, 
Narsingarh, Barwani, Nagod, Bikaner, Marwar, Jaipur, Kishangarh, Alwar, 
Bharatpur, Jlialawar, Tonic, and Kotah. According to the latest statistics, the 
total number of live-stock of the bovine class (bulls and bullocks, cows, 
buffaloes, and calves) in these eighteen States is 13,876,000, that of the ovine 
class (sheep and goats) 8,428,000, and that of horses and ponies, mules and 
donkeys, and camels 410,000. 'tlio numbers of ploughs and carts are 1 ,898,000 
and 640,000, respectively. 

Table V (Land revenue) is prepared by seventeen States, namely, Mysore, 
Pudukkottai, Cochin, Gwalior, Indore, Bhopal, Rajgarh, Narsingarh, Barwani, 
Bikaner, Marwar, Jaipur, Alwar, Bharatpur, Jhala'svar, Tonic, and Kotah ; and 
Table VI (Transfers of land) is prepared by only four States, namely, Mysore, 

Cochin, Barwani, and Alwar. 

The Appendix explains vernacular terms used in this volume, and the 
charts illustrate (1) the classification of the total area showing the proportion 
of cultivated and uncultivated lands, and (2) the total area cropped in 
1914-16 with shaves of food and uon-food crops.

Tsiamrdr (Gwalior, Indore, Bharatpur) .-^A tenure which, though the revenue is 
assigned, is charged with a permanently fixed quit-rent. 

— (Alwar). — A tenure which, though favourably assessed, is charged with a 

permanently fixed quit-rent. 

(Bharatpur). — Land paying a reduced permanently fixed yff/wa assessment). 

(ulfysore, Gwalior, Kisiiangarh, Kotah, Narsingarh). — Land granted revenue- 
free on condition of military service or ns a charitable endowment. 

(Indore, Barwani). — ^Land granted revenue-free on condition of military 

service or as a charitable endowment or in recognition of good services rendered 
to the State. 

(Bikaner). — Land granted levonue-freo on condition of military service or 

as a charitable cn dowment. 

— (Alu’ar). — Assignment of land revenue, with or without condition of 

militor^’ service and payment of commutation dues, granted in recognition of 
meritorious services to relations of the ruling chief or other high officials of the 
State. 

(Ivishangarh). — Laud granted revenue-free on conditlou of military service 

either actually rendered or fulfilled by a rateable money contribution. 

'Jagirdar (Ihalaw'ar).— Holder of jagirland. 

Jodi (^lysorc). — whole inam village paying quilc-reut to Government. 

KayamgniUt (Mysore). — A W’holo village granted by the State on fixed money-rent. 

Khaha (Gwalior, Jaipur, Bikaner, Afarwar, Bharatpur). — Land paying'fuU revenue to 
the State. 

Khatcdari (Jhalawar). — Same as raiyattoari. 

Muafi (Gwalior, Alwar, Kotah, Bharatpur, Ivishangarh). — Tiand granted free of revenue. 

Ovt-handi (Indore). — Apse.ssmont of revenue calculated at a fixed rate per plough. 

Patel (Mysore). — Village headman appointed by Government. 

PaUidari (Alwar). — Villages held by a number of families, by shares, ancestral or 
customary. 

Pahoari (Nirsingarh).— Village revenue officer or .'icconutani. 

Baiyaiwari (Bharatpur). — Slate area leased id cultivators for a fixed term. 

RuntUis (Bbarfitpur) . — State grass preserves. 

Sarvamanajfam (Mysore).— An inam village, w’holly revenue-free. 

ShaniSg (Mysore)’.— A village accountant appointed by Govemraeut. 

Tanha (Gwalior).— Estate held by certain families who were in power when the country 
was annexed and w'ho were left in possession of their estates on payment of a 
fixed jinnual tribute, or tanka, bearing but a small proportion to the annual assets. 

Ubari (Gwalior).— Land held at an abatement of the full land revenue. 

Jf''atendari (Jhalawar). — Same as Zamindari. 

Zamindari (Bharatpur). — Estate on a fixed assessment under a deed of permanent 
ownership granted by the Stale. 

Zauiindari-lil’ijmal (Alwar). — A^illages held jointly by a body of owners. 
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
